Cement Company. The land was finally
knocked down to Mr. Brumbach at even

$3000.

This gentleman, who waa

present at the sale .is heavily interested
in that class of lands .in fact, is now

working deposits in the immediate

vicinity of his recent purchase, and pro-

poses to open it up at once.
